Orders  are  accepted  on  the  condition  that  the 
particular  species  or  variety  are  not  oversold 
and  that  there  is  no  failure  of  stock  through 
causes  beyond  my  control.

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HYACINTHIANA 

I can  offer  for  spring  delivery  plants  of  the 
wonderful  Hyacinthiana. 

Hyacinthiana  was  discovered  by  the  late 
Reginald  Farrar  and  numbered  496.  It  belongs 
to  the  Ensata  group  and  grows  abundantly 
all  over  the  loess  lands  of  Kansu,  China. 

The  dark  green  foliage  tops  the  flowers, 
which  are  blue  and  white,  two  to  the  stem. 
The  foliage  continues  to  grow  until  August, 
when  it  is  fountain-like,  similar  to  an  orna- 
mental Japanese  grass.  This  plant  would  be 
very  desirable  if  it  never  flowered,  but  it 
throws  up  abundant  stems  and  is  a sure 
bloomer.  Very  hardy.  Requires  a poor  dry 
soil  to  do  its  best.

REGELIA-C Y CLU S HYBRIDS 

As  the  name  indicates,  Regalia  and  Onco- 
cyclus  cross.  They  inherit  the  hardy  constitu- 
tion and  the  two  or  three  flowered  stems  from 
the  Regalia  (Karolkowi  type).  The  rounded 
shaped  flower  and  the  curious  veinings  they 
get  from  the  tender  Oncocyclus  (Susiana  type), 
also  the  cusion  or  scattered  beards. 

They  have  proved  entirely  hardy  with  me. 
I plant  them  in  raised  beds,  so  that  after  a 
rain  the  soil  will  be  dry  in  a short  time,  in 
full  sun.  Soil  loose,  coarse,  with  lime  fer- 
tilize, with  nitrate.  I mulch  the  beds  in  win- 
ter with  leaves. 

In  ten  years  I have  not  lost  a single  plant, 
though  subject  to  strong  sub-zero  weather.
